most useful because of their speed, 
handiness, and powerful armament 
of all types. Escort vessels are in- 
ferior to destroyers in speed and 
have no torpedo armament; other- 
wise, they have similar character- 
istics. Smaller craft such as armed 
yachts, motor launches, trawlers 
and so forth have their value, but 
are restricted by their fuel capa- 
city to work nearer the coast. 


Britain probably has for service 
in the Atlantic at this time about 
180 destroyers and 70 escort vessels. 
The destroyers include the 50 re- 
cently acquired from America. 


It may be assumed that, at any 
given time, from 10 to 20 per cent 
of these ships are laid up for re- 
pairs or overhaul. The operating 


total of destroyers and escort ves- 
sels for the Atlantic may, therefore, 
not exceed 200. Increases may 
come from.completion of new ships, 
from additio purchases abroad 
and from lease of ships now 
serving in the Mediterranean by 
a change in the situation there. 
But none of these sources prom- 
ises any large immediate increase, 
while the convoys must continue 
operating. The tendency, therefore, 
will be toward larger convoys and 
toward overworking the escorts. 
It must be remembered that there 
are many tasks besides convoy es- 
corting to which the ever-useful 
destroyer must bé put. 


Air Escort Also Needed. 


As for defense against aircraft, 
obviously this cannot be given for 
a large scattered convoy by the 
guns of the escort. As far as pos- 
sible, each merchant vessel must 


have anti-aircraft armament. In 
addition, there must be seaplanes 
and flying boats for patrol duties, 
and long-range fighters for air 
convoy. But these cannot be pro- 
vided overnight, and once more let 
us repeat, the convoys must keep 
moving. 


JNo doubt by next spring new con- 
struction will have provided a con- 
iderable accession of destroyers 
and aircraft. But what can be done 
in the meanwhile, during the dark 
winter when the U-boat and the 
surface raider have such advan- 
tages? The one great help that 
Britain could now have would be 
the right to use the bases of Lire. 
Eire lies between the northern and 
the western approaches. With Brit- 
ish destroyers and patrol aircraft 
based at Queenstown and Bereha- 
ven, it might be possible to keep a 
certain number of convoys moving 
by the western approaches, which 
would be of immense benefit, as it 
would divide the attention of the 
hostile submarines.

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 9 (AP). 


OPE PIUS XII offered encour- 
P agement to France today in re- 

ceiving the credentials of the 
new French Ambassador, Leon Be- 
rard, 


Berard addressed the Pope with 
“emotion and sadness-” which the 
Pope said found “understanding, 
sympathy and encouragement” in 
his heart, especially for a “pro- 
posal to lead France back to better 
and more serene days.” 


The Pope said that in-the midst 
of events which were beginning to 
give new lineaments to the spirit- 
ual and outward aspects of Eu- 
rope, he remembered the image of 
Catholic France when he visited 
the grotto of the “Queen of 


Peace” at Lourdes. ; 

“Today this France is veiled 
with sorrow, struck by a test such 
as she seldom has encountered,” he 
asserted. 

He expressed hope that all those 
on whom fell the mission of “dom- 
inating the present and laying,spir- 
itual and material bases for the 
future will develop in order and 
concord the riches of energy and 
sentiment accumulated in the 
deeper soul of the peoples.”

facts before being asked to

{tenses and our mercan marine, 


spend perhaps a third to a half of 
the wealth created here since Chris.

across the world? 

The gallant knights of the round 
table who are so keen and strident 
on our doing this to redress the 
wrongs of the world are, of course,

But does either 
camp have a sufficient basis of 
facts upon which to rést a reason- 
able judgment? 

One set of reports says Germany 
is failing through the economic 
strangulation of the blockade. An- 
other says its reserves are ample, 
and by mixing chemically-produced 
vitamins with various forms of 
filler. and using other ersatz ma- 
terials it can continue indefinitely 
to defend its gains. 

Some rumors and conjectures say 
English shipping and industries are 
impaired so badly that its critical 
hour is at hand; others say that 
Hitler’s air battle, now in its third 
phase, is thus far a German defeat 
as decisive as any of the 14 great 
military decisions of all history. 


Goal Should Be Known. 


Some say that we must fight for 
England to preserve democracy, 
others that the upper: hand in Eng- 
land is state socialism and that— 
win, lose or draw—though we may 
become allied in the war with the 
appearance of a democracy, we 
shall come out of it allied to a 
socialistic state in a “new world 
order” having little resemblance to 
anything American. If that hap- 
pens, maybe the totalitarians are 
right and this is a world revolu- 
tion. We should know where we 
are going. 

We are told, on the one hand, 
that British resources to pay for 
supplies here are exhausted. On 
the other hand, this is disputed.

Geysers of Flame 


In London; Air Heavy With Si

Bombs Fires Overcome Blackout and Light 
Up Spires and Towers, but Amateur Fire- 
fighters Gain Control.

LONDON, Dec. 9. 
DMITTEDLY it was the worst 
| && raid in three weeks. Some day 
an uncensored ‘historian may 
tell something about it. ~In the 
meantime— 

The blitz began in the gloaming 
and went on all through the night— 
the routine night of terror to which 
London mas become so thoroughly 
accustomed. There was no new 
technique about it—nothing to 
make it stand out among a long 
list of attacks save that it marked 
the end of a brief period during 
which the populace got some sleep 
and the morgues were reasonably 
empty. 

The bombers came over, squadron 
after squadron. The sky was bright 
with flares, weaving through a 
luminous basketry of searchlights. 
And the ack-ack (anti-aircraft) 
barked continuously for hours on 
end—not isolated batteries of it, 
but hundreds of guns all across the 
town and in the far reaches of the 
Thames estuary. 

Incendiary. bursts studded the 
horizon at intervals, like fiery flow- 
er pots in a Fourth of July cele- 
bration, and high explosives came 
roaring after to complete the de- 
struction. Broken glass and shell 
fragments rained down into the 
streets as they had not rained for 
many days. Neither the bombs nor 
the storms of old iron were con- 
fined to any particular district. 

Judging from unofficial estimates 
this morning, the raid-—so far as the 
death list is concerned—was not 
very successful. 

The morning communique of the 
Air Ministry of Home Security an- 
nounced that there had been a se- 
vere attack “on London and sur- 
rounding districts. Many fires were 
started. The fire services put most 
of them out while the attack was 
stillin progress. Considerable dam- 
age was done to buildings, including 
many dwelling houses.” 

The communiques somehow seem 
to describe a different locale and 
phase of existence from that in 
which one lives these days. 

Last night you knew that the 
schrecklichkeit (terror) had come 
back when magnesium stars began 
to spatter the darkening sky. You 
didn’t have to hear the engine mur- 
murs to know that dozens of planes 


were overhead, and with the ex- 


‘there was no‘ night. 


From a roof in the middle of 
London, it was possible to look out 
on the spectacle that few have had 
the misfortune to look upon here 
or anywhere else—the broad river 
riding down to the sea, a glowing 
band under a red sky, its ancient 
bridges arching across it in a long 
monotony of spidery black lines— 
geysers of flames rising up to dim 
the questing beams of searchlights. 
—yellow flashes where the ack-ack 
shell swere bursting in the fore- 
ground, blue flashes where banks 
of mist filtered the brilliance of 
roaring dynamite. 


For some time, the town seemed 
blitzed with fire. The air was 
heavy with wood smoke, wisps of 
which clung to the surface of the 
water like steam. This, one sup- 
posed, must be what Chicago looked 
like in the first hours of the big 
fire. 


In and out of the noisy barrage 
came the locust murmur of planes, 
the roaring motors of the little fire 
trucks, the clattering flat wheels 
of trams. There, somehow, seemed 
to be fiothing odd about the fact 
that trams should be running about 
in a hail of clunks. In a scene so 
fantastic as this, no detail could 
be considered out of place. 


You might have thought, looking 
at all this, that London would be 
mostly hot ashes by morning but, if 
you thought that, you would not 
have had much experience here- 
abouts. Catastrophes start here so 
often, and so seldom finish. The 
fires on the skyline burned bright- 
ly for a while. Some went out, 
giving place to others, some con- 
tinued to smoulder. But it was 
significant that, without exception, 
all the fires were confined to the 
buildings in. which they started. 
London’s amateur fire department 
still is the most amazing feature 
of the blitz. 

There was no estimate of the 
damage in the morning reports. 
The communique said that seven 
hospitals were hit. Two German 
airplanes were knocked down dur- 
ing the proceedings. It seems

Army and Navy Dif- 
ferences Bar Mass 
Plane Production 
—Boss Needed.

OME day there will be a great 
§ explosion of public indignation 
when the facts about our air- 
craft production shortages and 
shortcomings become known. 

Lack of a single strong executive 
to head the aircraft production job 
is resulting in unnecessary confu- 
sion and delays. It has made im- 
possible such a standardization of 
contracts and specifications as is 
absolutely essential before the mak- 
ing of planes can ever be put on a 
true mass production basis. 

The two branches of the service 
are now calling for different types 
of planes and parts, thus making 
it impossible for manufacturers to 
tool their plants and deliver stand- 
ard types of planes. And until that 
is done, the manufacture of air- 
planes will be on a custom-made, 
rather than a mass production, 
basis. 

The first thing a real defense 
boss would do would be to bring 
the army and navy. together, study 
their needs and standardize specifi- 
catiohs for similar items and arti- 
cles. This in itself—a first consid- 
eration for any business man— 
must be done. Yet it is not being 
done and won’t be done until the 
public finds out just what a mess 
we are getting into. 


Two Engines Different. 

You don’t need to know anything 
about aviation to see what I am 
driving at. For instance, the army 
and navy both order 1000 horse- 
power air-cooled engines. It would 
clearly seem that the same engine 
could be built and shipped to both 
outfits. But the fact is that that 
navy engine differs radically from 
the army engine in accessories, 
type of bolts holding the various 
parts together, etc. A navy 1000 
horsepower engine will not be ac- 
cepted by the army or vice versa. 
That’s one nasty,. time-wasting 
snarl due solely to bureaucratic 
red tape. 

The army has one type of oil tank 
and oil cooler, and the navy has 
another. This means the manufac- 
turer of oil tanks and oil radia-

The subject of a marriage health law for Missourl, 
to prevent the spread of venereal disease and the 
birth of infected children, will be before the next 
session of the State Legislature. Its members, and all 
citizens interested in this cause, will find a mine 
of information on it in a recent article by Dr. Lee 
Cady of St. Louis in the Journal of the Missouri State 
Medical Association. 

Dr. Cady has made a careful study of how -such 

laws have worked in other states. Evasions, by 
means of marriages outside the state, have usually 
declined as the provisions of the law became known, 
and as campaigns of education progressed, he finds. 
In its first year, Connecticut’s law was obeyed in 75 
per cent of marriages, by 88.7 per cent in the second 
year, and its fourth year showed a larger number 
of marriages than in two previous decades. In Chi- 
cago, where a venereal disease education campaign 
had been in progress for two years, the rate of eva- 
sion was more than two-thirds less than elsewhere in 
the State. 
‘A controversy raged at the last session of the 
Missouri Legislature as to whether premarital tests 
should be imposed for both syphilis and gonorrhea 
or for syphilis alone. Dr. Cady shows that tests for 
gonorrhea are not yet fully reliable, are difficult 
for physicians to make, and that requiring them 
leads to a high rate of evasions. Illinofs’ strict law, pro- 
viding for both tests, resulted in a 75 per cent de- 
cline in marriages in the State in its first year. 
Even after slight revision, the marriage rate was 
45 per cent below normal. In Rhode Island, where 
only the syphilis test is required, the marriage rate 
was only. 2.7 per cent below normal in the first 
year of the law, and .8 per cent in the second. The 
writer concludes, therefore, that it is unwise to in- 
clude a gonorrhea test in a marriage law. 

Premarital tests reduce the spread of venereal 
disease considerably, Dr. Cady shows. Connecticut 
found that congenital syphilis cases decreased one- 
third from each preceding year for three successive 
years after the law took effect. About 1600 new 
cases would be prevented annually in Missouri by 
a marriage health law and a prenatal blood test 
law, Dr. Cady estimates, and about 2400 other actual 
cases would be discovered and successfully treated 
each year. 

Dr. Cady has built up a solid case for the passage 
of these laws. If the members of the next Legisla- 
ture study his findings, they will inevitably take this 
wise step for the health and happiness of Mis- 
sourians.

A HAVEN IN THE VIRGIN ISLANDS? 

State, Justice and Interior department officials are 
said to be at work on a plan to open the Virgin Is- 
lands, the Caribbean group which we purchased from 
Denmark at the time of World War I, to self-sustain- 
ing European political refugees. 

The very announcement that such a plan is being 
discussed is excellent news. Many Americans have 
felt since the outbreak of the war, and even before, 
that the time has come for the United States to offer 
itself once again as a refuge to the political outcasts 
of Europe, in so far as practicable. 

At other periods, refugees from European tyran- 
nies were strong forces in building the free democ- 
racy we have today. The Albert Einsteins and the 
Thomas Manns, the intellectual leaders at the “Uni- 
versity in Exile” and elsewhere in the United States, 
are welcome additions to our democratic ranks. 

The Virgin Islands must be protected against un- 
desirable aliens who might seek to enter as refugees, 
but the State and Justice departments should be able 
to guard against that. Here is a plan of promise. 
We hope to see it take definite, practical form in the 
name of humanity and freedom. 
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ALERTNESS IN THE KANSAS CITY BAR. 

The Kansas City Bar Association shows commend- 
able alertness to the needs of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for the Eighth Circuit in pro- 
posing the appointment of a Missourian to the new 
judgeship. 

The Kansas City lawyers’ organization bases its 
case on a study of the work of the court, which shows 
that although the circuit embraces seven states, vir- 
tually half of the litigation on its docket originates 
in Missouri. Since state law and procedure are reg- 
ularly applied in Federal cases, this means that the 
law, as well as the business of the court, is largely 
that of Missouri. Other things being equal, a man 
trained in the procedure of this State will be better 
fitted to tarry on the duties of Judge. 

The test is not geography: geography should never 
be the test of a judicial appointment. It is ability 
to serve the cause of justice and, under the control- 
ling conditions, a court of seven Judges should have 
two Missourians. Missouri now has only Presiding 
Judge Kimbrough Stone, much of whose energy must 
necessarily be devoted to administering the court. 

The Kansas City Bar Association’s action suggests 
that other legal organizations might well take a 
similar stand. As this vacant judgeship is going to 
be filled before long, now is the time to call the at- 
tention of the appointing authority to the pertinent 
facts.

By order of the United States Supreme Court, 
flow of water from Lake Michigan into the Great 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf waterway was increased last week 
from 1500 to 10,000 cubic feet a second.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ONTRAST is always interesting, partic- 
Cusry when the passage of time is the 

influence behind it. Thus, in connection 
with the St. Louis problem of smoke elim- 
ination, it is extremely interesting to com- 
pare present-day psychology with that of 
St. Louisans 10 years ago. 

Then, as now, St. Louisans realized that 
we lived under conditions that were not con- 
ducive to progress, good health or comfort, 
because of the continuous blanket of smoke 
that contaminated the atmosphere from Oc- 
tober .to April. The public, however, was 
not sufficiently sold on the possibility of 
rectifying this condition to permit vigorous 
action, and, therefore, our municipal gov- 
ernment was afraid for fear it would get a 
lion by- the tail. . 

A group of citizens, however, feeling that 
public opinion must by crystallized in favor 
of doing something about a problem that 
had been discussed for many years, organ- 
ized the Citizens’ Smoke Abatement League. 
Under the leadership of Harold Bixby, $250,- 
000 was raised from citizens and from inter- 
ested business houses to be expended for a 
comprehensive educational campaign to 
teach the householders and industrial plants 
how to properly fire their furnaces and heat- 
ing plants, and to visualize for them the 
advantages of both mechanical equipment 
and the use of smokeless fuel. Similar ac- 
tivity had been indulged in before, but never 
as vigorously or as comprehensively. 


This campaign, conducted over a period of 
three years, made the citizens fully smoke- 
conscious for the first time and laid the 
groundwork for the present accomplishment 
under Chairman Ford of the Smoke Elimi- 
nation Committee, with the foresighted and 
courageous co-operation of Mayor Dick- 
mann. When smoke elimination, which has 
already made satisfactory progress during 
the first 60 days of this winter season, has 
become an accomplished fact, it will have 
done more than any other one thing in the 
history of St. Louis to create for our city its 
rightful place among the progressive munic- 
ipalities of America, so that it may take full 
advantage of its enviable position as the 
gateway to the great Southwest. 

While, as I said before, I believe that the 
campaign of the Citizens’ Smoke Abatement 
League laid the groundwork for what is 
being done today, the league was not able 
to accomplish much. What results were ob- 
tained—lost when the depression came— 
were possible only because of the burning 
zeal and untiring efforts of such public- 
spirited citizens as Mrs. Marion Clifford 
Blossom, Mrs. Harvey G. Mudd, Prof. Alex- 
ander Langsdorf, Mrs. John Fowler and 
many others. The movement at that time 
was purely a citizens’ movement and did 
not have the authority and prestige of the 
city administration behind it, nor a smoke 
ordinance with teeth in it. What results 
were attained were due entirely to the co- 
operation which the league obtained volun- 
tarily, not only from individual citizens, but 
from groups of citizens organized in im- 
provement associations throughout the city. 
Today, on the other hand, Mr. Ford said in 
a recent letter, the municipal government 
and the Smoke Elimination Committee are 
functioning under a very definite mandate 
from the people.

port because the directors of the chamber 
were afraid that many of its members might 
resign. Some of my own associates voiced 
objections to my activities as president of 
the Smoke Abatement League, on the theory 
that our business was dependent upon pub- 
lic good will. 

Ten years have changed many viewpoints, 
and have corrected much fallacious think- 
ing. Industrialists today recognize that the 
elimination of smoke not only in its rela- 
tionship to civic progress and its effect on 
health, contentment, is essential, but know 
that in the long run, it is economical. The 
accounting records of these industrial con- 
cerns give proof for this opinion. It will 
not be long before the small householders, 
as well, will recognize that the higher ini- 
tial cost of fuel does not mean an ultimate 
higher cost in living because, as Mr. Ford 
brought out, better fuel carries with it a 
proportionate heat value. 
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It, however, has been difficult to eval- 
uate these savings in dollars and cents. I 
find, in my files, a letter which will prove 
illuminating. It is a letter which I re- 
ceived 10 years ago from the head of a 
large chain of hotels. The letter states that 
the hotel in St. Louis expended 10 times 
as much for wall washing, papering and 
cleaning per room per year as was ex- 
pended in other hotels in other cities. 

As civilization advances, modes of life ac- 
ceptable in the past become unthinkable. 
Few men and women in St. Louis, without 
respect to their station in life or the size of 
their pocketbook, would go back 40 years 
and be satisfied to bathe in the dirty water 
which alone was available in St. Louis be- 
fore our modern municipal filtering system 
was constructed. Such municipal activities 
cost money, but they are conducive to bet- 
ter health. Therefore, they result in a great- 
er happiness, which, after all, is the objec- 
tive inewhich every human being is prima- 
rily interested. 

All programs of this sort, which, at first, 
seem to carry an additional expense to the 
individual, nevertheless, result in human 
progress, which brings increased employ- 
ment and greater prosperity, a higher plane 
of living. The money spent in the achieve- 
ment of this prosperity ultimately finds its 
way back into the same pockets from which 
it originally came. Sooner or later, this eco- 
nomic truism will be fully understood and 
the people will then appreciate that the be- 
lief formerly held by many—that smoke 
abatement would prove an economic hard- 
ship—was just an illusion. If our citizens 
do not become impatient and will maintain 
full confidence in the efforts of the men 
now active in smoke abatement, I am satis- 
fied that the fight against smoke will soon 
be won.

When I was in Italy just 
before that country entered the war 
I found that the Italian people 
didn’t like Hitler, that they thought 
Italy would lose either way—lose its 
colonies if England won and be un- 
jer Hitler if Germany won. They 
called Hitler ‘Il duce del Duce,’ the 
‘leader of our leader.’” 

Irvin, former newspaper writer 
and World War veteran, who was 
in Berlin during the first eight 
months of the present war, was of 
the opinion also that morale was 
low in Germany, that morale in 
England was much higher. 

“It’s one thing to spend the night 
in an air-raid shelter in London 
and get up to a good breakfast,” he 
said, “and quite another thing to 
get up in Berlin to a breakfast of 
several slices of sour bread and er- 
satz coffee from roasted barley.” 
Before his return to this country 
a month ago; Irvin broadcast in 
London for the British Broadcast- 
ing Co. He represented the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. in Berlin. 
In 1935 he went to Geneva as 
American press officer of the In- 
ternational Labor Office of the 
League of Nations. 

He has been credited with the 
first broadcast under actual battle 
conditions in the war between Fin- 
land and Russia. That broadcast 
was last New Year’s Eve. 

Although the Finns had no ammu- 
nition to waste in indiscriminate

Laval’s Deal With Hitler. 


HE spirit of independence must 
Tre encouraged in France be- 

cause, if it weakens, Laval will 
carry the day in the perpetual see- 
saw of influences within the Vichy 
Government. If Laval wins, he will 
unquestionably embark on military 
collaboration with Nazi Germany, 
allowing the Axis Powers to use 
the French Mediterranean colonies 
as bases, offering the French fleet 
to “protect” those bases, and other- 
wise fulfilling the terms of his abor- 
tive deal with Hitler of a month 
ago. lLaval’s failure at that time 
was what made possible a change 
in our relations with Vichy, by 
showing the President and his ad- 
visers that the Vichy administra- 
tion was not wholly committed to 
Laval’s program. 

The new policy is really a three 
point plan: (1) To convince the 
French leaders and people they will 
sacrifice American friendship by 
succumbing to the German demand 
for military collaboration, but to as- 
sure them of our support if they 
continue to resist; (2) to give tangi- 
ble evidence of our good will by 
relief distribution and 
ways; (3) to make it more diffi- 
cult for Laval and his group to dis- 
pose of the colonies, by strengthen- 
ing the colonials and meeting the 
desires of their leader, Marshal 
Weygand, in every way open to us.

Petain Probably Deceived. 
OR the present, however, less 
openly brusque methods are 
preferred. Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull has already sent Mar- 
shal Petain a private but remark- 
ably firm statement of American 
policy, which the Marshal received 
with such signs of astonishment 
that there can be little doubt he 
had been deceived by his colleagues. 

All the few available channels 
are being used to convey the same 
information to the French public. 
And when Admiral Leahy reaches 
his post, he has instructions to 
seize every opportunity to make 
our stand clear. Unless these rep- 
resentations seem successful, there 
will pre»ably be no attempt to put 
the new policy’s second point into 
practice, even if the British Min- 
istry of Economic Warfare consents 
to let relief ships bound for France 
pass the blockade. Point three will 
be acted on, however, no matter 
what the course of events may be 
in Metropolitan France. 

Marshal Petain is generally ad- 
mitted to have been moved by re- 
spect for French public opinion 
when he refused assent to Laval’s 
deal with Hitler. And Laval is now 
using every resource at his com- 
mand to sway public opinion to his 
side. 

His resources are great, and his 
methods are fairly brutal. For in- 
stance, hardly a family in France 
does not have a father, . son or a 
brother in the German prison 
camps. Gradual release of these 
prisoners was arranged. Then, sud- 
denly, orders were given to release 
‘he one. Equally suddenly, the evac- 
uation of Lorraine was ordered, 
and trainloads of Lorrainers, driven 
from their homes by force, began 
to arrive in unoccupied France. 
There is little doubt here these 
episodes were fixed up between 
Laval and Otto Abetz, the German 
Ambassador-Gauleiter in Paris, with 
the purpose of giving Laval the 
credit of getting the two orders 
countermanded, which he quickly 
and dramatically did. 

By such methods, Laval may 
perhaps succeed in the end. He 
would certainly succeed if the real 
prizes, the colonies, were within 
easy grasp. Fortunately, they are 
not. And if the new American pol- 
icy is pursued, Laval’s task will 
at least become far more difficult.

MRS. SOBEL AND GOREN WIN 
OPEN PAIR CHAMPIONSHIP

People Must Sacrifice to Pre- 
serve Government, Norwe- 
gian Leader Warns. 


Hambro, president of the Norwegian 
Parliament and of the League of 
Nations Assembly, said last night in 
a Liberal Forum lecture at the 
Y. M. H. A-X. W. H. A, 

“We take for granted rights for 
which countries have fought and 
bled and died,” he said. “Instead 
of trying to give all we can to our 
Government, we try to get all we 
can from it. 

“Dictators make a strong appeal 
to youth when they ask them to 
sacrifice their own petty ambitions 
for some larger ideal, giving them 


the opportunity of doing some- 
thing, of feeling a common cause. 
If democracies hope to survive, 
they must prove that they have 
a stronger national discipline and 
willingness to. sacrifice than exists 
in the enslaved states. If they are 
unable to inculcate that feeling, 
ddinocracies will pass through dis- 
asters none of us can foresee.” 


Reviews Battle of Norway. 


Reviewing the battle of Norway, 
Hambro pointed out that the Ger- 
man invasion came without the 
slightest warning. There had been 
no quarrel with Germany, no diplo- 
matic pressure or ultimatum of any 
‘kind. Norway’s conscript army had 
been demobilized at the close of 
the Russian-Finnish war, he said, 
and the country felt especially se- 
cure last April because agreements 
had just been concluded with both 
Germany and the Allies. 

“Nevertheless, the attack on Nor- 
way cost Germany one-third of its 
Navy, including many of its largest 
and most modern ships,” he said. 
“They lost at least 67,000 men, by 
the most conservativé estimates. 
They made no attempt to bury en- 
listed men, but simply placed large 
numbers of bodies in woodén build- 
ings and set them afire. The cem- 
etery for German officers at Oslo 
is the largest in the North Coun- 
tries—it contains 73 acres.” 


About “Fifth Columns.” 


Hambro denied that any “fifth 
column” existed among Norway’s 
native population, and said the 
Nazi leader, Quisling, had received 
only six one-hundredths of 1 per 
cent of the votes in the last elec- 
tion. He noted that Norway’s re- 
sistance after invasion lasted long- 
er than that of Poland or France. 

Today, he said, the German Army 
of Occupation in Norway numbers 
400,000 ‘men, who are rotated con- 
stantly “so they won’t acquire any 
dangerous liberal ideas.” 

The Norwegian Government in 
London, meanwhile, is continuing 
to fight as an ally of England. 
Planes ordered before the invasion 
are now in service, he said, and 
others’ are being flown from Los 
Angeles to Canada, where Nor- 
wegian aviators are being trained. 
Torpedo boats are in service in the 
English Channel, and Norway’s 
merchant marine, third largest in 
the world, is helping England with- 
stand the German blockade.

Five months ago it appeared that 
all Europe would be united against 
them and a world-wide alliance as 
well. Today they are not defense- 
less, and Europe is not united 
against them, and the world-wide 
alliance is shaken, and from every 
corner of Europe come evidences 
that they have allies, and from all 
parts of the world come assurances 
that they will not be allowed to 
fail. 
This they ‘have accomplished by 
their courage, and mankind owes 
them an infinite debt, not only for 
holding the line so gallantly but 
even more for giving back to men 
their lost faith in themselves.
